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The design of our cover this year makes 
use of the Lamp of Learning, a symbol 
which is often used by educational institu- 
tions, associations, and journals. For ex- 
ample, it forms a part of the crest of the 
London Teachers’ College, a replica of this 
lamp is presented each year by the Ontario 
Secondary School Teachers’ Federation to 
some citizen who has made an outstanding 
contribution to education, and the idea for 
this design was obtained from the cover of 
the most recent year-book published by the 
School of Nursing of the Sudbury General 
Hospital. The style is, of course, that of an 
old Greek or Roman oil-burning lamp, and, 
in order to make a more suitable design, we 
replaced the lighted wick with a much taller 
candle. However, it still is representative of 
Learning, and as such, is most suitable for 
the cover design of our own annual publi- 
cation. 

For the prime function of a school is to 
provide an education for our pupils, and the 
prime duty of the pupils is to acquire that 



education, so that through them this know- 
ledge may shine forth to lighten the world. 
Academic training is the first, but not the 
only form of this education. Students must 
learn their mathematics and sciences and 
languages if they are to have any hope of 
successfully surviving in the stern competi- 
tion of this modern world. But they must 
also learn to have regard for the needs and 
opinions of others; in their games, they must 
develop the spirit of fair play and good sports- 
manship; their social activities must contrib- 
ute to the happiness of their fellow-students 
as well as to their own pleasure; in brief, they 
must learn to live successfully with others. 

But such education is not a gift from na- 
ture or a divine miracle. It is acquired only 
by work, by conscious and conscientious ef- 
fort, by long hours of mental and physical 
and spiritual training. This work is the oil 
which keeps the Lamp of Learning burning. 
“Let your light so shine before men, that 
they may see your good works, and glorify 
your Father which is in Heaven.”

VALEDICTORY ADDRESS 

by Clarence Karr 



Mr. Ritchie, honoured guests, members 
of the staff, students and friends. 

First of all I should like to express my 
appreciation for the honour of being request- 
ed to give the valedictory address tonight. 
Before I proceed further I want to congrat- 
ulate the graduates on this their graduation 
night. I am sure that each of you in your 
chosen field of endeavour will become a cit- 
izen of whom Canada can well be proud. I 
wish you every success in your future life. It 
has been an honour to associate with stud- 
ents of such a high calibre and a friendly at- 
titude. Our acquaintance shall never be for- 



gotten. At this time, I should like to ex- 
press sincere thanks on behalf of myself and 
I am sure the whole graduating class, to the 
very competent staff of Forest District High 
School which has worked so diligently for 
our benefit. Our teachers deserve much of 
the credit for our success. 

Tonight I am going to briefly bring to 
a plumber or a fashion editor. The further 
you go in the field of education, the more you 
meet people with different ideals and 
thoughts. Such matters as racial segregation 
become meaningless. Last year there were 
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light a few of the different values of an edu- 
cation. I address my words to the under- 
graduates who feel that acquiring an edu- 
cation is an obligation rather than a privilege. 
What is the purpose of acquiring an educa- 
tion? I suppose the first thing that comes 
into your mind is the materialistic viewpoint. 
Certainly the main aim of an education is to 
prepare yourself for a future profession. If 
you feel that the intellectual subjects do not 
appeal to you, there are many trade and tech- 
nical schools which provide excellent training. 
In any occupation a good knowledge of Eng- 
lish is essential. It provides an insight into 
speech, vocabulary, sentence structure, letter 
writing and good literature. For those stud- 
ents who believe English is unimportant, I 
must disillusion you. English is taken in the 
first years of all university science course, 
business courses and even in technical 
school. French and other languages give you 
a background and a better understanding of 
English, our own language. An education is 
not to get facts but to develop the mind. 
Mathematics requires a great deal of think- 
ing. This enlarges your learning capacity, 
and aids in your coordination. Sports and 
athletic events show the meaning of fair 
play and the art of working together. 

One of the primary functions of an edu- 
cation is to provide students with confidence 
to go out into the world and to work for 
themselves. Obviously science courses today 
are of great importance. This is especially 
true since the space race with Russia began 
and we needed men who could get a satellite 
off the ground. I think that care should be 
taken not to overdo the scientific fields at the 
expense of the other interests. 

A general education in secondary school 
is a must. Many students, myself included, 
change their choice of career, in later years 
of high school or even after entering univer- 
sity. Many subjects tend to tie in together. 
Examples are geography, history, and Eng- 
lish,— biology, chemistry, and Mathematics. 
With a good education you should be able 
to take any problem from an objective view- 
point, always looking to the future. 

Education fosters good relationship with 
other people. You should be able to con- 
verse as well with a lawyer or doctor as with 



43 different nationalities of every creed and 
colour represented at the University of West- 
ern Ontario. No one was out of place. All 
were as a big happy family. People through 
an education acquire an ability to go out into 
the world and meet people. This is neces- 
sary. no matter what career you plan on en- 
tering. 

Another benefit of an education is the in- 
spiration for the appreciation of culture and 
literature. Are not Shakespeare’s dramas 
more worthy of study than a Hollywood Wes- 
tern in which you know the good man and the 
bad man after the first five minutes? A good 
novel is certainly worthy of study. No one 
can appreciate it, if he or she does not try. 
To enjoy art you must learn to think what 
the picture is trying to tell you. Classical 
music and opera can be as thrilling as rock 
and roll if you teach yourself to enjoy them. 
Some light entertainment is permissible, but 
try not to make it your whole lifetime. 

Today there are some 327,000 people un- 
employed in Canada. 87,000 of these are 
teenagers between the ages of 14 and 19. 
These are not the skilled tradesmen or the 
educated people. They are the ditchdiggers 
who can no longer find a ditch to dig; the 
power shovel is doing it for them. This is 
the era of the skilled worker. Farming en- 
ters into this. Agriculture has changed a 
great deal since the days of the horse and 
buggy. Today farming is a business and a 
farmer must know how to run his business. 
Some education is a great help in this regard. 

I am sure that most of this years upper 
school class will have found that the courses 
are rough. Many days you will feel like giv- 
ing up. Work hard now and next August you 
will not regret it. Our parents did not have 
the many opportunities that we have today. 
Therefore, let us take advantage of these op- 
portunities while we have the chance. Read 
the newspapers; keep up with the world 
around you. With a broad, open mind you 
will progress forward; with a narrow, closed 
mind you will remain where you are. In con- 
clusion, on behalf of the Graduates for 1960, 
I should like to express gratitude to anyone 
who has helped in any way to make our stay 
at F.D.H.S. the most profitable years of our 
lives.

In 
the high jump we have a new record set by 
Bill Millar who jumped 4 feet, 7 and 3-8 
inches, adding 3-8 inches to mark set by Ted 
Rawlings in 1932, and Leo Prout in 1959.
